PARIS, April ft.— The court »f arbitra- 
s^arrling- Behrlnff sea resumed iti 
d Wednesday. Hon. E. J. Phelps, 
il in behalf of the United States 
d his argument lie contendec 
t the British supplementary repon 
i (-inadmissible. The admission o! 
new evidence at thin stage. Mr. ITielpi 
said, was a gross injustice to the Unltec 
States, because it deprived the United 
i of any chance to adduce re 
butting testimony. Mr. I'helps dift 
coursed at some length on the technics 
mlng of the treaty of arbitrator 
the conditions and methods of pro 
cedure to be followed under the treaty. 

Sir Charles RusselL in replying to Mr. 
Phelps in behalf of Great Britain, pale 
a tribute to the late James O. Hlaioe, 
whose ability, he said, was recognized 
in both hemispheres 

Mr. Phelps' address was interrupted 
several times by an exchange of criti- 
cisms between the counsel for the twe 

"If I had been guiding the policy oi 
the United States," said Mr. Phelps, 
"when Great Britain presented the 
counter case at the last minute, I would 
then and there have refused to proceed 
with the arbitration. Great Britain's 
conduct was not only unjust, but deep- 
ly humiliating for the United States." 

Sir Richard Webster interposed the 
remark that Great Britain hod an- 
nounced in her counter-case the pro- 
duction at a future date of the Behring 
sea commission's report 

Mr. Phelps, In continuing, said thai 
he had not been aware of thia The 
whole report, he said, waa untrust- 
worthy, for although preliminary in- 
vestigations had been made conjointly 
by the British and the American com- 
mifc»ioT)*»-'?.ie reports had been drawn 
separately, and the British report, 
therefore, had been neither answered 
nor commented npon by the United 
States. 

The British report contained, more- 
over, a large amount of hearsuy argu- 
ments, conjectures and other matters 
quite unsuitable as evidence before the

Sir Charles Russell, in his reply, said 
that he had not expected such a discus- 
sion of the legal churacter of the evi- 
dence as that introduced by Mr. l'helps. 
He felt quite unprepared for thisextra- 
ordinary heat on the part of the op- 
posing counsels. He was extremely' 
surprised that Great Britain should be 
charged with injustice in her conduct 
of the proceedings preliminary to the 
meeting of the court There was no in- 
tention on the part of Great Britain to 
use the report of the Behieng sea com- 
mission as bearing upon the question of 
right before the court The counsel 
for the United States had attempted, 
throughout the sittings of the tribunal 
to forte this matter upon the com- 
missioners, us if only one question were 
before/theui. There were, however, 
^Pther queatioos than those of right to 
be settled. The tribunal was dealing 
with the affairs of open sea, in which 
there were Involved other rights t han 
those of Great Britain and the United 
States, namely, the rights of mankind. 
In the matter of Great Britain's and 
America's rights, the arbitrators must 
act atriotly as judges; in the matter of 
the right of mankind, they must acquit 
themselves as just men. 

Sir Charles Russell then justified the 
production of the report of the Behring 
sea commission, arguing from the 
terms of the arbitration treaty between 
the United States and Great Britain. 
"If." he said, "the sole object of the re- 
port was to assist the tribunal to gain 
information as to the regulation of the 
seal fisheries and to Increase its knowl- 
edge of the practical matters at Issue, 
the report' then must be admitted to 
evidence under the article governing 
the procedure of the court of arbitra- 
tion." Sir Charles Russell then read 
the article in question and the court ad- 
journed. Upon Its reassembling he will 
resume his argument

Official* returns have been made pub- 
lic showing that, from March IS to 
March !i6, there wen- sixty-five cases of 
cholera and nineteen teaCha from the 
disease, in the town of Orel, to the 
entreport of commerce between north 
and south Russia. With its trade with 
the various sections of the country, Orel 
is particularly liable to suffer from 
epidemic diseases, more particularly 
cholera, and it is also a pnRnt for the 
dissemination of the disease. 
|r> The official figures place the number 
of cases of the disease reported from 
March 12 to March 'i\ in the (rovern- 
mcnt of Oofa, lying west of the Ural 
mountains, at eighty-four, and the 
deaths at twenty-nine. From March 22 
to March 29 there were ten fuses and 
four deaths in the government of Yeli- 
savctpol, in trans-Caucasia. 

In addition to the bad showing of the 
above official figures, it is a matter of 
common knowledge that the number of 
cholera caaes and deaths from the 
scourge are far more numerous in the 
governments that are not included in 
the returna This is especially the case 
in the governments of I'odolia and 
Suratoff, which were ravaged by chol- 
era last yenr. It is Impossible, how- 
ever, to obtain the actual number of 
cases snd deaths in these governments,

—The Captain and Three of the 
Crew Alone Were Rescued. 

Rkiximk) Dkach, CaL, April C— Pur- 
ear Stanley, from the steamer Los An 
irele-s reports the picking up of a boat 
about forty miles north of Redondo, 
which proved to be the missing one of 
the Ill-fated ship King James. The \\' 
boat left the ship's aide when Are drove

at midnight on March 13 and laid by 
until i o'clock the following morning. 
At i'. »o o'clock In the evening of the 
Slat the boat was capsized and there 
drowned. The captain.

the keel of the boat 
and succeeded in righting her, but the 
boat was full of water, and they re- 
mained to their waists in water four- 
teen hours, when the men, worn out, 
exhausted and chilled, began dying, 
and one after another passed away, 
until eight, including the captain's son, 
were dead. The dead were passed 
overboard, and the boat was so relieved 
by this means that those living were 
enabled to sail her. All the provisions, 
oars and rigging of every kind, except- 
ing a small piece of sail, were lost at 
the upsetting of the boat, and 
was only through an ingenli 
contrivance of making the grating 
and boat lining into a rudder and 
the use of the scrap of sail mentioned 
that they were enabled to make any 
headway whatever. Whon picked up 
by the Lot Angelas, Wednesday morn- 
ing, the captain and the three remain- 
ing members of the crew had been five 
days without food or water. They 
were so weak as to be unable to stand 
or walk, and had to be lifted from the 
boat by the willing hands of tho 
rescuers. The surviving members of 
the crew will remain on board the 
Los Angeles until she returns to San 
Francisco 

Louisville, Ky., Ap*r'l U.-The Allen 
Bradley distillery wurehouso, contain 
ing 12,000 barrels of whisky, wss tot- 
ally destroyed by fire Wednesday after- 
noon.
